The Pandas’ Volleyball team, 
with six straight national titles, has 
nothing in the way of streaks on the 
University of Alberta’s Board of 
Governors. 

Friday, in a packed Council 
Chambers, the Board approved a 
proposal to increase tuition for the 
nineteenth year in a row. Next 
year, all students will pay 6.2 per 
cent—about $220 for full-time stu- 


dents—more to learn at to the U of | 


A, making the average tuition 
$3770 a year. The motion passed 
by a vote of nine to five. 

The vote came after U of A Vice- 
President (Academic) and Provost

Chalk spoke against it. 

In his presentation in support of 
the proposal, Harris said, “There is 
a lot of talk that [U of A] resources 
have been growing considerably, 
and it’s true, but the point is most 
are arriving outside our core budg- 


et. ... There are a number of things | 


on campus that can't be supported 
by restricted money ... ." 


Harris contended there is a gap | 


between costs and revenues at the 
U of A and even with a 6.2 per cent 
increase the University projects a 


$9.6 million deficit over the next | 


three years. 


He added the University in the | 


past year has saved $4 million in 
utility fees, and $1.5 million from 


resource management restructur- | 


ing. To conclude, Harris said, “This 


increase is not insignificant, but it | 


is not the maximum of 8.1 [per 
cent], and I think 6.2 is a reason- 
able increase to ask for.” 


Owram pointed out that support 
for student services has risen from | 


$28.7 million in 1997 to $44.5 mil- 
lion in 1998. 
Owram added that he was “des- 


perately trying to avoid cuts to the © 


faculty. ... I'd like to propose a 


lower tuition increase, but, in all | 
conscience I can't recommend any- | 


thing lower without hurting the 
health of the University.” 

In response, Bonnett challenged 
"the myth” that faculty and staff 


must be cut if tuition is not , 


increased. 


The federal government has pro- | 
vided between five and six million | 


dollars in the millennium chair 


foundation program. “Where is this | 


money going?” Bonnett asked.

The University of Alberta is giv- 
| ing an honorary doctorate to hock- 
ey magnate and former resident 
Wayne Gretzky. 

Gretzky, otherwise known as 
"The Great One,” is the most stas- 
tically dominant athelete in North 
American sports and is acknowl- 
edged worldwide as the best 


ambassador the game -of hockey 
has ever had. 

Gretzky will be presented with a 
degree in Laws on June 5, during 
Spring convocation. 

Chancellor Lois Hole says of 
Gretzky's impending doctorate, 
“he is a remarkable hockey player" 
and “such a role model for young 
people both on and off the ice.” 

Second year English major 
Margaret Brodie disagreed. “He's a 
commercial whore,” she said. 


Robert Huston, fourth year EAS 
student, suggested, “Make him pay 
tuition." 

First. year law student Sukhi 
Sidhu said, “I should have played 
hockey.” 

According to Senate executive 
officer Sandra  Kereliuk, the 
University offers three honorary’ 
degrees, and most people get the 
law degree. 

Hole added, “certainly it's not 
because he’s a lawyer."

The price is high 


Student wins big on gameshow, but finds taxes 


prohibit her from collecting prizes

"Kirstie Rulka, come on down!" 
Those famous words launched a U 
of A student on a bizarre trip down 
the isle of her favourite game show, 
The Price Is Right. 

Over reading week, the 19-year 
old Education student and her 
friend Alicia Ruhl took to the road 
and travelled all the way south to 
Los Angeles for the taping of the 
long-running game show. 

The two lined up at the studio at 
5:00am and were given fifteen sec- 


onds to, as Rulka said, impress the 
show's crew on camera. 

"lL was so excited, I was like ‘Hi- 
my-name-is-Kirstie-we-drove- 
four-days-straight-to-be-here-we- 
stopped-in-Las-Vegas-but-it-was- 
n’t-nearly-as-exciting-as-being- 
here.’” 

When Rulka’s name was called, 
she was stunned, 

"They mispronounced my name, 
but I still knew it was me. There 
was this really fat guy in the isle 
and he wouldn't stand up,” she 
said.

| the way through to the Showcase 


Showdown, the final grand-prize 
round of the show. In that round, 


| Rulka correctly guessed the price 
of a prixe package, and finished the 


show with winnings including a 
trip for two to Acapulco with $2000 


| spending money, a $3500 comput- 


er, and a $24 000 sports car. But 
after the game, Rulka and Ruhl 
could not, as they envisioned, drive 


| home in the new vehicle. 


"After the game, we went back- 
stage and had to fill out some 


| forms. They said to call back in two 


weeks,” Rulka explained. ° 

But on the way back through 
British Columbia, the duo stopped 
in Burnaby to meet with Rulka’s 
family. Rulka's father and an 
accountant worked out what the 


| applicable taxes would be to her 
| winnings, and found that the cost of 


shipping the prizes to Canada 
would be financially prohibitive. 


| Rulka explained that winners are 
| required to pay taxes on the show's 


| estimated cost of the prizes, and 


not the retail price. “My dad looked 
into the trip, which they said cost 
$3000," she said. "He called the 
hotel and asked for room rates, 
which were $50 a night. I don't

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understand, because that looks 
like a pretty nice hotel.” 

Local media picked up the story 
and tried to contact The Price is 
Right, who made no comment. 
When Rulka reached the show, 
they offered her cash instead of the 
car and computer. "They said that 
they understand this is hard for 
Canadians. They very graciously 
offered to give me cash instead,” 
she explained. Rulka was told to 
expect between $20 000 and $25 
000 (American) in exchange for the 


high-priced items like the car and 
computer, and she will be forfeiting 
smaller prizes like the hockey 
equipment and lawn chairs. Rulka 
does not know when to expect the 
payoff. 

Allin all, Rulka looks back on her 
experience as a good one. “It was 
absolutely fabulous. It was stress- 
ful, and so out-of-this-world, but 
for $20 000 I'll put up with any kind 
of crap,” she said. 

And how did she feel about meet- 
ing the show's famous host Bob 


Barker? "I held myself back from 
kissing him. He’s like a cute grand- 
father figure, but he was wearing a 
lot of makeup.” 

The show aired on the morning of 
Friday, March 3, and Rulka and 
Ruhl watched in a television lounge 
in Lister Hall, with their floor 
mates. They cheered as Ruhl pro- 
gressed through the game, and 
before the Showcase Showdown 
when Ruhl said into the camera, 
"Dad, if I screw this up, don’t kill

Bonnett also noted that the U of A 
has the fourth largest endowment 
fund in the country—$500 mil- 
lion—and U of A policy is to put 


| only five per cent of the fund 


toward the budget. “We have fist- 
fuls of money in some areas, and 
other areas the money is strangled 
off. ... Can't we find a balance?” 

To conclude, Bonnett said, "We 
asked for lower [tuition] increases 
at the town hall meeting and then 
administration went away and 
came back with a completely dif- 
ferent set of numbers. ... I'm con- 
cerned with the direction this 
debate is taking. ... Let's send [the 
administrators] back to the table." 

Chalk cited the increasing finan- 
cial pressures on students at the U 
of A, highlighting numbers such as 
the average student loan debt of 
graduating students in 1999: $17 
360. 

Chalk then questioned the 
University's expenditures, main- 
taining that, since 1993, spending 
on instruction at the U of A has 
dropped 16.2 per cent, while 
spending on administration has 
risen 10.8 per cent. He also noted 
that since 1993, a time of provincial 
funding cuts and tuition increases, 
the overall increase in spending at 
the U of A is 39.6 per cent in the 
areas of fringe benefits (6.9 per 
cent increase), travel (2.5), library 
acquisitions (2.8), furniture and 
equipment (45.4), scholarships 
(5.2), external contracts (4.3), and 
professional fees (6.6). 

Chalk ended by saying the stu- 
dents and administration need to 
be better co-ordinated in their 
efforts to make the U of A accessi- 
ble. “Tuition increases should be a 
last resort, and I want to be con- 
vinced that we've done all we can 
before we take this step. Right now 
I'm not convinced.” 

A group of about 20 students 
then interrupted the meeting for 


five minutes. 

The students, with a drum and a 
whistle in accompaniment, chant- 
ed four phrases, one of which was, 
"We have no vote, we have no 
voice; listen to democracy before 
you make a choice.” (Earlier, some 
of the same students had put tape 
over their mouths and handed out 
anti-tuition-increase flyers to 
board members.)

In the ensuing question/debate 
period, Lynda Achtem, the board's 
non-academic staff representative, 
delivered a prepared statement 
that students in the audience 
applauded loudly. She said that 
raising tuition steeply as the 
University has done in the 1990s is 
“short-sighted” as it has produced 
a “crippling debt” on students. She 
stressed the importance of educa- 
tion and added that young people 
are society's most valuable 
resource. She added that if the U of 
A wants to be “indisputably recog- 
nized” as a top university, the 
board will show leadership in see- 
ing that the U of A can offer “a first- 
class education at an affordable 
price," and reject the proposed 
increase. 

In a statement supporting the 
proposal, new board member and 
chair of the U of A‘s music depart- 
ment, Fordyce Pier, said, “When a 
student comes to me and I'm 
expected to give him the best edu- 
cation possible, I need money to do 
it—I don’t care where [the money] 
comes from.” 

Of the Board's nineteen voting 
members, Pier, Walter Allegretto, 


Judy Cosco, Rod Fraser, Ross 
Grieve, John Mah, Ove Minsos, 
Caherine* Roozen, and James 
Stanford voted for it, while Achtem, 
Bonnett, Chalk, Peter Graham, and 
Julien McNulty voted against. The 
seats formerly taken by Lois Hole 
and Don Mazankowski were 
vacant, and the other three voting 
members, Fred Barth, Oryssia 
Lennie, and Lloyd Malin, did not 
attend. 

After the vote, Pier said, “The 
students and the administration 
make their proposals, but the 
administration has to work with 
the numbers, so I’m more or less 
obliged to [the administrators].” 

In defending his vote, Mah, a 
public member of the board, said, 
"I think the University has cut 
costs in some programs and there 
is a shortfall that has to be 
addressed. This University is in a 
growth mode and it needs money.” 

He added, “I think the [provin- 
cial] government is trying to ame- 
liorate the problems with student 
loans, and the money offered to 
students to support themselves is 
helping. ... The board takes no 
pleasure in taking this measure [to 
increase tuition].” 

Trying accentuate the positive, 
Chalk said, "We got 
[Administration] to rescind differ- 
ential [tuition] fees, and this was 
the lowest increase and the nar- 
rowest vote that I can remember 
since I've been at the University.” 

In other board news, a residency 
rate increase of 2.5 per cent was 
ratified. In his report, Housing and 
Food Services Director David 
Bruch noted the city average 
increase in rent is 9.2 per cent, 
while the rates at Lister Hall have 
only increase 1.7 per cent since 
4993. 

The board also approved $5.2 
million to renovate the Electoral 
and Computer Engineering 
Research Facility. 


BoG candidate 
wants greater

The Board of Governors repre- 
sentative is one of only three stu- 
dents on the important decision- 
making body. 

Mark Cormier, a third year hon- 
ors Economics student, is running 
for the position. 

He felt the biggest issue for stu- 
dents last year was debate over 
tuition for international students, 
and the possibility of a differential 
fee hike. He felt that it was han- 
dled well because it was 
approached with a unified front. 
Cormier feels that tuition will be 
the biggest issue facing students in 
the coming year, as well. 

Regarding the board of gover- 
nors, he thinks that “we need to 
lobby for more student representa- 
tives on the board of governors,” 
and that "we need to use the [three] 
voices more.” 

Working with the Students’ 
Union over the past year was, he 
said, “really fascinating to be a part 
of the team that defeated interna- 
tional and differential tuition." 

He also said, "I believe I have the 
intelligence, the perseverance, and 
the ability to work hard."

The President of the Students’ 
Union works as a liason between 
University administrators and stu- 
dents, among other important 
duties. 

Twenty-six year old presidential 
candidate Julien McNulty says that 
if there was one word that 
describes why students should 
vote for him, it would be "leader- 
ship.” 

He says that what the Students’ 
Union presidency needs most right 
now is a leader who is willing to act 
as a strong public figure in repre- 
senting student needs. 

The largest issue facing stu- 
dents? Tuition is on everyone’s 
mind and McNulty says that the SU 
has to work more closely with the 
administration and with the stu- 
dents, recognizing that we are in it 
together. This approach has him 
favouring the CASA lobbying model 
and he pledges to unite with other 
universities across the province. 

Asked whether he had ever 
smoked marijuana, McNulty 
replied at first "Yes once, I did 
inhale and I felt sort of giddy, but 
I'm not sure if I got high.” When 
pressed on the issue he said, “Well 
a couple times ... a half dozen at 


most ... .” 

Twenty-year old Political Science | 
major Leslie Church’s answer to | 
the question, “Why should we vote | 
for you?” was answered by “experi- 
ence.” 

For Church, the role of the presi- 
dent of the Students’ Union is two- 
fold. Firstly, it is to guide the team 
of executives in carrying out action 
plans and following through with 
the goals the SU sets. Secondly, the 
president is to act as a spokesper- 
son for the SU. 

He or she must be someone that 
students can identify with; they 
must be accessible, she said. The 
biggest issue facing students is the 
issue of cost of education. Church 
beleives that students have to 
make a point of their frustration 
without losing credibility. As such, 
Church sees the SU's role as being 
very much “at the table” with the | 
administration, for that's where | 
real change occurs she said. 

On the purity test Church says 
that she scored “higher than | 
expected, but low enough to be | 
respectable.” When asked whether 
she had ever smoked pot she | 
replied that she was considering a 
career in law and had to be careful. | 
She admitted that she was a mortal 
who had indeed puffed but who had 
“never inhaled.” 


VP (Academic) candidates trying 
to cut bookstore prices

“Commitment.” That's a word 
that Jamie Speer says he under- 
stands, with numerous commit- 
ments, not only to his fraternity, 
Delta Upsilon, but also to the com- 
mittees, boards and executives to 
on which he sits. 

The biggest issue facing students 
this year, according to Speer, is 
differential tuition. He is pleased 
that the motion was defeated, but 
would have used the media more 
had he been in the position. 

Speer believes that there are 
many innovations which the VP 
(Academic) could take next year, 
including becoming involved in the 
budgeting process earlier (to work 
on a tuition freeze) and increasing 
competition in textbook prices 
through on-line shopping guides. 
Also of concern to Speer are stu- 
dent-first hiring policies, online reg- 
istration, and increased staff during 
key weeks to decrease line-ups. 

Speer is already a member of the 
Arts Students. Executive and as 
such didn't have time to take the 
purity test. Speer, 20, is in his third 
year of Political Science, and says 
that he is. not aware of having 
smoked any marijuana. 

Chris Samuel likes being asked 
questions. He enjoys the process 
and the results that come from such 
interactions. He also believes in 


knowing as much about a subject as 
possible, citing “Information is 
Ammunition” as a preferred saying. 

Samuel believes that tuition 
increases and textbook costs are 
the biggest issues facing his posi- 
tion this upcoming year. 

To combat tuition, Samuel would 
like to have cost-saving programs 
implemented, and increase revenue 
through more federal funding and a 
shift from government scholarships 
and bursaries to core funding. 

Samuel suggests using alterna- 
tives to avoid the problems of service 
and price in the bookstore. He sug- 
gests using Netpaper, a service that 
sells chapters of books rather then 
the entire book, which may then be 
printed out into a course package as 
a method to cut costs to students. 

He also proposes increased 
scholarships for students in need, 
and alterations to the registration 
process including online registra- 
tion and timetable printing at home 
which would include the evaluation 
ranking of the professors. 

Another concern of Samuel is the 
excellent researchers, but poor 
teachers at the U of A, and would 
try and make it mandatory for pro- 
fessors with low evaluation scores 
to go to the university teaching 
services. 

Samuel, 21, is a fourth-year Bio- 
Chem honours student who has not 
smoked pot and would have likely 
scored low had he actually added 
up his purity test score. 


It’s all about money for Operations and Finance candidates

VP (Operations and Finance) has 
four contenders this year, each 
vying for control of the Students’ 
Union's $8 million budget. 

Candidate Jon Iverson wants to 
take the annual SUB mortgage pay- 
ment money, worth $254 860, and 
save it for the future expansion of 
SUB. 

“The biggest issue is what do we 
do with the money. I think we need 
to expand SUB. It’s important to 
legislate this and put away the 
money, otherwise it gets frittered 


away somewhere else.” 

In addition, Iverson wants to 
have referendum fees periodically 
reviewed to see if they are still 
applicable. “I want to change the 
bylaws so that students can affirm 
their support for the fees or not 
every four or five years,” said 
Iverson. 

Iverson claims that his experi- 
ence as president of the Arts 
Student Association will be useful 
in changing SU bylaws. 

Candidate Greg Harlow, a third- 
year Arts student, and current 
treasurer of the Dance Club, has 
based his platform on three main

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issues. He wants to create aware- 
ness and monitor how the 
University spends its money. 

"The purchase of a new turbine 
in the generating station and the 
$15 million purchase of Newton 
Place are, I think, poor examples of 
University spending,” he said. 

Harlow, like Iverson, wants to 
change legislation for referendum 
fees, so that they can be reviewed 
every four years. Third, Harlow 
wants to improve the businesses and 
services within the SU to make them 
efficient. “This is not a campaign 
about cutting out particular services, 
it is simply about establishing stu-

dent accountability and control over 
their own money,” said Harlow. 

Paul Chaput, a third year finance 
student and BSA (Business 
Students Association) councilor, 
thinks that expanding SUB and 
maintaining a balanced budget are 
the major issues facing student 
finance next year. 

“Our building is way too crowded. 
We have to expand. I don’t want the 
SU to foot the bill, but it’s important 
that we are able to expand on our 
own. I'd try to find. common ground 
{with administration], but by no 
means be pushed around. "

The average debt 
load for a four year program, 
according to Tanner, is $25 000. 
"Although tuition is important, I 
don't want it overshadowing other 
problems students have in their 
cost of living.”

The Gateway’s picks for the 2000 SU elections 


There has been the frighteningly 
prevalent perception over the past 
week or so that the upcoming 
Students’ Union elections do not 
matter. While it may be true that 
the work of the SU executive is 
largely invisible, this does not 
mean that it is ineffectual. 

In large part, the editors of The 
Gateway are better-informed than 
the majority of students. We have 
seen and do see the work, both 
good and bad, that the SU does. We 
have a clear idea of what the exec- 
utives need to do in their jobs, and 
so we have well-thought-out opin- 
ions on whom you should elect. 

As the sole student newspaper 
on campus, it may be inappropri- 
ate of us to put forth these thoughts 
and ask you to espouse them. But, 
in the interests of keeping the elec- 
torate well-informed and _ the 
Students’ Union functional, we will 
do so anyhow. Here are The 
Gateway's picks for the SU elec- 
tions. Please consider them when 
making your own decision. 

President: we'll take Leslie 
Church over Julien McNulty. While 
McNulty has shown a lot of drive, 
he’s too jumpy and shouty to be 
taken seriously. Church has more 
experience, a clearer head, and is 
easily as articulate as McNulty. 
McNulty wouldn't be a bad second 
choice, but that's a given. 

Vice-President (Academic): 
this is the most difficult decision, 
because we're unsure as to 
whether either candidate is up to 
the task. Chris Samuel is likely 
safer. Although Samuel has four 
complaints against him already in 
the election (one of which was 
withdrawn), these are smaller sins 
than the failure of Jamie Speer to 
consult with the University 
Bookstore before basing so much 
of his campaign on slandering 
them.

“Team of destiny” has been the 


calling-card for Pandas volleyball 
all year. At no time has their slogan 
rang more true than during the 
CIAU championships, where they 
brought an intensity and confi- 
dence that their opponents simply 
found overwhelming. After spend- 
ing the year living up to their num- 
ber-one ranking, they swept the 
regular season behind them and 
went for gold firing on all cylinders 
—but it wasn't easy. 

As expected, the Pandas kicked 
off day one of the three-day 
marathon: by coasting to an easy 
victory over the hapless Regina 
Cougars in three straight sets. Day 
two presented a bigger challenge: a 
rerun of the Western Conference 
final against the UBC 
Thunderbirds. With the gleam of 
gold already in their eyes, the 
Pandas team rolled by the T-Birds 
to enter the final unbroken in sets. 

The final proved to be against 
Manitoha, which was no surprise, 
considering the Bisons and the 
Pandas have been swapping the 
number-one and -two rankings all 
season. The Pandas had something 
to prove coming into the match, not 
only by going for a record of six 
consecutive titles, but by trying to 
do it in front of the Bisons’ crowd: 

Even before the game began, the 
pro-Bison crowd showed their 


determination to be a factor in the 
game. Thousands cheered as the 
Bisons took to the court. Despite 
the loud Manitoba crowd, the 
Pandas had their own section of 
supporters, dedicated fans and rel- 
atives who had made the eleven- 
hour trek to the Investors Group 
Athletics Center. 

"T've got to thank the supporters, 
parents, friends, the athletics 
department,” said assistant coach 
Carrie Barrett. “It makes a big dif- 
ference, not in the final but for the 
whole season.” 

Set number one set the tone for 
the match: mental and physical 
toughness. Players had to be pre- 
pared to sacrifice the body for digs 
and play a one-upmanship game of 
power as both teams did whatever 
it took to get the ball over the net 
just one more time. An edge in skill 
gave the Pandas an edge in points 
to take the first set 25-18. 

Set two changed the flow of the 
game into the emotional roller- 
coaster that both teams would 
have to ride to the end result. After 
being down 11-4, unbelievably, the 
Pandas came back to take it 25-29. 
Much of the credit for the come- 
back belongs to Tashie Macapagel, 
who stepped in when her team was 
down, and showed what champi- 
onship experience can do for a 
player in a big game. 

"We've had leaders all year," 


said Panda head coach Lorne, 


Sawula. “But when it comes right 
down to it, someone has to come in 
and turn it around.” After the ‘hail 
mary’ comeback in set two, it 
looked like nothing could stop the 
Pandas. As much excitement as the 
Pandas generated, Manitoba 
responded by playing even more 
methodically, piling up points like 
clockwork to take the next two sets

25-20 and 25-22. 

And so the gold medal came 
down to who could get to fifteen 
points first. A combination of skill, 
luck, and desperation helped the 


Pandas take the final set 15-13, 
taking the gold, and leaving the 
Bisons, who stuck faithfully to their 
game plan all afternoon to wonder 
what went wrong. 


“It was any team’s game,” said 
head coach Lorne Sawula. “In the 
end, the girls felt it was their game, 
and there was no way they were 
going to lose it.” 


Pandas feel they've gotten their just desserts

After a year of training hard and 
playing harder, a gold medal is the 
perfect reward. 

Even more of an achievement 
and a credit to the program is this 
championship’s status as the sixth 
consecutive, tying the record for 
CIAU women's volleyball. 

"I've never seen a program like 
this before,” said assistant ccach 
Carrie Barrett. "The only focus is 
on gold.” 

That focus on gold has helped 
sustain the Pandas’ intensity all 
year, whether it was in a dogfight 
against the best teams or easy 
wins against the worst. The indi- 
viduals in the program know what 
it takes to win, and exude a quiet 
confidence coupled with tangible 
intensity on the court that can only 
come with the kind of history the 
Pandas have been writing for the 
past six seasons. 

"From the very beginning, hon- 
estly, we knew we would win it,” 
said veteran setter Christie 
Torgerson. “We've had a sense of 
peace, and confidence that we 
would win.” 

Panda captain and CIAU player 


of the year for the second consecu- 
tive year Jenny Cartmell shared 
the sense of destiny that her team- 
mates felt about her fifth consecu- 
tive CIAU gold medal. 

"We fought as hard as we could, 
pulled it all out to the last straw,” 
said Cartmell. "We all knew we 
were going to win, it didn’t matter 
how ... it made it very exciting.” 

Susie Buckmaster credited her 
team’s charged excitement for 
making the difference, an emotion- 
al assault to which the Manitoba 
Bisons failed to adapt. 

. "We sprinted on to the courts, 
and everyone knew during warm- 
up we were going to take it,” said 
Susie Buckmaster. “They played 
like they were wearing tan coats.” 

The outpouring of emotion from 
the Panda players stood in sharp 
contrast to the stone-faced Bisons, 
who were determined to step back 
from the ups and downs of the 
game and focus on the big picture. 

"It aids us to play with a little 
heart and soul.” said Christie 
Torgerson. “They were very level ... 
they'd make a great play and then 
couldn't even celebrate." 

Winning the championship rested 
not only on the hits from the 
Pandas’ power players, but a defen- 


sive style that can only be described 
as desperate. The Pandas were 
worked themselves into a frenzy, 
sliding, diving, and rolling—in short 
doing whatever it took to keep the 
ball from hitting their side of the 
court. Backstopping the effort was 
Libero Carmen Schmidt who lead 
by example with acrobatics and 
speed. 

"When Tashie came in during the 
second set ... the way all the play- 
ers played ....it was out-fucking- 
standing,” said Schmidt. 

With all the accolades that have 
been piled on Alberta this year, 
including numerous all-stars, tour- 
nament MVP awarded Christie 
Torgerson, and CIAU player of the 
year to Jenny Cartmell, you can see 
where the Pandas get their confi- 
dence whenever you watch six of 
them step onto the court. While a 
championship may have seemed 
inevitable, it was certainly no acci- 
dent; according to CIAU coach of 
the year, Lorne Sawula. 

"It takes unselfishness—that's 
the ‘Panda Power.’ You have to put 
in a lot without much reward,” said 
Sawula. “It’s not always easy, and 
it’s not always nice, but when you 
work all year, it [gold] just seems 
like part of the program.”

Ranger. Russ Hewson chipped in, 
setting up four Bear goals. 

Dinos coach Tim Bothwell felt

When Leslie Johnson was a young man, 
somebody had the nerve to call him lazy. 
He‘s been making up for it ever since. His 
show on Friday night, the first of a two night 
stand at the Yardbird, was a sold-out suc- 
cess, and the legendary Leslie Johnson (aka 
Lazy Lester) proved that he was anything but 
lazy. In fact, he outlasted most of the crowd, 
and even the clubs staff was ready to pack it 
in before the virtuoso bluesman had played 
his last note. 

The Graham Guest Band, a talented group 
of musicians in their own right, opened up 
the night in powerful form, showcasing the 
tight, rockin’ sound that has made them one 
of the city’s favourite blues groups. This 
young and energetic foursome is quickly 
becoming a force to be reckoned with. After 
a blistering instrumental to warm up the 
crowd, Graham Guest led the group in a hot 
rendition of the Eddie Boyd classic “I've Been 
Mistreated," following that with a jumping 
“Rock this House.” The latter number could 
have served as the anthem for the night. 

Lester burst onto the stage to a great gust 
of applause. There was no question that the 
strength of his reputation had drawn a much 
larger than average crowd to the jazz venue. 
Lester, brother-in-law to the great harp play- 
er Slim Harpo, is a magnificent musician in 
his own right. His deep bass voice is perfect- 
ly suited to his brand of the blues, a style 
that he helped create. As an artist with the 
Excello label in the ‘50s and ‘60s, Lester 
played an integral role in defining “swamp” 
blues. This style originated in Louisiana, 
where Lester also hails from. The influence 
on his music is evident in the warm, distort- 
ed tones of his harmonica, and his laid-back

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approach. Another important influence on 
Lester was that of his friend and famed 
member of the ‘50s incarnation of Muddy 
Waters band, Little Walter. 

The blasting runs ripping out of Lester’s 
amplified harp were proof that this blues- 
man has been there, and knows his stuff. As 
an opportunity for a solo would present 
itself, Lester would tease the crowd saying, 
"Should I play?” The crowd would then 
answer yes in the form of loud whistles and 
applause. However, as often as Lester took 
his solos, he generously shared the spotlight 
with members of the Graham Guest band, 
who had the pleasure of backing him for the 
night. Guitarist Jim Guiboche played with 
the fear of God in his soul and the blessings 


of the Devil on his fingers, tearing through 
one inspired solo after another and bringing 
the crowd to higher and higher levels of 
ecstasy. The rest of the band was equally 
efficient in doling out measures of pure blues 
lightning, particularly Guest himself, who 
brought the house down on several occa- 
sions with his dynamic piano work. Before 
Lester arrived, he had instructed the band to 
know the songs from his latest album in 
preparation for the gig. He then proceeded to 
play relatively few of his recent songs, opting 
instead for classic covers from such diverse 
artists as Jimmy Reed ("Baby What you Want 
to Do"), Van Morrison ("Dark Side of the 
Street”) and Hank Williams ("Jambalaya"), 
as well as originals from his earlier work, 


such as the blues standard “Sugar Coated 
Love." 

Mid-way through the second set, Lester 
picked up the guitar and invited the Oil City 
Sheiks’ Dave Cantera on stage to provide the 
harmonica accompaniment. Lester, an elder 
statesman of the blues entering his later 60s, 
showed enough energy to convincingly seem 
as though he was at least 20 years younger. 
As the management flashed the lights to 
prompt Lester to finish up, he commented, “I 
guess they want me to bring things to a 
close. That don’t mean we have to quit, 
though.” He laughed and added, “You don’t 
have to go home, you just can’t stay here!” 
This was a fitting final statement from a man 
nicknamed lazy.

A Streetcar Named Desire is quite possi- 
bly one of the finest, most stunning dramas 
ever written. The characters are wrought 
with internal conflict and deception, and the 
plot races along as characters gradually fall 
to pieces before your very eyes. This is a 
story that depends on the accuracy of how 
well the characters are portrayed, and in 
this version they are absolutely stunning. 

Director Miles Potter hits Tennessee 
William's play right on the nail by choosing a 
fantastic cast of actors to play the complex 
roles of the four main characters. Seana 
McKenna takes on the role of Blanche 


DuBois in one of the finest performances this 
theatre season. Blanche is a woman who 
decides to stay with her sister, Stella (Jane 
Spidell) and her sister's husband, Stanley 
Kowalski (Ari Cohen) in the French Quarter 
of New Orleans. Blanche is a fake. She has 
many hidden secrets, and she attempts to 
hide them by wearing fancy clothes and try- 
ing to act prim and proper. Blanche despises 
Stanley. Audience members will hate 
Stanley for the way he walks, talks, and 
especially the way he drinks, but Blanche 
hates Stanley because he is the only one 
knows her dubious her past. 


Ric Reid's Mitch is, of course, the most 
likeable character of the lot. But is it his act- 
ing, or Williams’ writing that makes him so 
lovable? I can’t tell. 

Cohen, Spidell, and Reid put in great per- 
formances, but, in the end, much is owed to 
McKenna, who strikes every one of her lines 
with stunning definitiveness. 

Potter's interpretation of Williams’ play is 
more than accurate, and enthralling. His 
actors bring life to characters placed in a 
world more than fifty years out of date, but 
we can still love, hate and empathize with 
every one. Definitely worth catching.

I've been listening to the Real Mackenzies 
since junior high, and I arrived at Red's 
eager to finally see them play live. The last 
time the Real Mackenzies hit town I wasn't 
legal and I was forced to miss out on what 
one friend referred to as the show that made 
him go more "buck wild" than any previous 
band he'd ever seen. So, heading to the 
show, I was ready to rock the proverbial 
house. 

Then came the waiting. I was admittedly 
exhausted from a long day of doing nothing, 
and Tom Petty wasn't kidding when he said 
the waiting is the hardest part. The childlike 
giddiness I was suffering, combined with my 
extreme mental fatigue, caused me to find 
far too much amusement in the children’s 
arcade game “Feed Big Bertha.” But I prefer 
not to discuss that any further. Finally, the 
sweet wailing of the bagpipes began, draw- 
ing us towards the stage, and we were all 
confronted by the raw energy that is the Real 
Mackenzies. 

Wearing their kilts like real Scots (as the 
audience would soon find out with a tradi- 
tional “sack moon"), this group brought an 
enormous amount of power to their perform- 
ance. The crowd soon caught the vibe, lead- 
ing people to rip it up on the dance floor. 
Even my sluggish body managed to progress

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to the point that I could occasionally punctu- 
ate the toe-tapping that was occupying all 


my mental faculties with the occasional 
satanic salute and joining complete 


strangers in the fabled “rock-lock.” It is a 
testament to the band’s performance that 
they were able to get so many people to go 

Visually, the band was quite memorable as 
well, with each member demonstrating a 
unique onstage persona. I'm unfortunately 
able to describe the, um, “physical attrib- 
utes” of the lead singer with far too much 
precision for comfort, an unwelcome side- 
effect, I guess, to being right near the stage. 
They ended their kick-ass set with a Robbie 
Burns poem/song and a couple of perennial 
favourites, the traditional songs Loch 
Lomond and Auld Lang Syne. Thus ended 
one of the most incredible, energetic per- 
formances I've ever seen. 

I wish I could say the same for the 
Mahones. Don't mistake me, I thought that 
the Mahones played pretty well, and they got 
a good portion of the audience dancing. But 
they couldn't match the sheer energy of the 
Real Mackenzies. Perhaps it was the venue 
(I've seen them play elsewhere and enjoyed 
myself more) or it could have been the fact 
that exhaustion had finally caught up with 
me, but I must admit to being unable to real- 
ly get into them this time around. As a result, 
it was an enjoyable but unmemorable set. In 
retrospect, it might have been a good idea to 
have them opening for the Real Mackenzies 
instead of the other way around. 

On the whole, though, this was one of the 
livelier and more enjoyable concerts I’ve 
been to and I cannot stress that enough. The 
next time the Real Mackenzies are in town, I 
strongly recommend you attend, regardless 
of how you're feeling or how so very tired you 
are. Past experience with the Mahones tells 
me that they are usually worth your while, 
but this time around they lacked the mini- 
mum amount of energy needed to wake me 
up and get me to rock-factor 9.

It was the second half of the show 
that really made the most impact as it was 
impossible not to move to their upbeat musi- 
cal stylings and undeniable energy. 

As for their performance, Nonfiction basi- 
cally stayed put and kept their between- 
songs talking to a minimum. This worked 
well for them as their music presents itself.

Coming straight from his address as 
a keynote speaker at Canadian Music Week 
in Toronto, Ice-T, the Original Gangster, hits 
Reds this evening. 

An elder statesman of the rap game, Ice 
has proven himself to have one of the most 
successful and long-lived careers in rap, and 


| to be one of the smartest and most innova- 


tive mcs ever to pick up a mic. By taking his 
political views onstage, Ice became one of 
the inventors of gangsta rap. As a result, he 
was also the first artist ever to have a 
Parental Advisory: Explicit Lyrics sticker 
placed on one of his albums. On his resume 
are collaborations with a veritable who's 
who of hip-hop, as well as some of the first 
attempts to meld scalding rap with the sonic 
onslaught of heavy metal, by working with 
bands such as Slayer, Motorhead, and Black 
Sabbath. He took the melding of genres a 
step further on three albums with his metal 


| band Bodycount. 


Ice's heyday was back in the early ‘90s, 
when his song "Cop Killer” was given way too 
much attention by the Republican Party and 
the NRA. Now, a few years and a number of 
B-movies later, the O.G. is back, promoting 
his first album in three years. Although his 
stature has dropped in recent years, with 
much less talented imitators selling a lot 
more records, Ice still has something impor- 
tant to say about just about everything. And 
his lyrical assaults on targets ranging from 
OJ Simpson to rap mainstay the LAPD, dis- 
play a wicked sense of humor lacked by 
many newer artists. 

A very vocal proponent of free speech, he 
has on occasion intentionally taken his 
songs to self-parodic levels as a commentary 
on censorship. At the same time, Ice demon- 
strates the harsh realities of the ghetto and 
criticizes those artists that glamorize a 
gangbanger lifestyle. Consistently maintain- 
ing that the mind is a more powerful weapon 
than the 9mm, Ice’s stance that crime is 
about survival, not having a good time, rings 
truer than most recordings. So come out, and 
hear some of the most intelligent rhymes in 
the business from one of the living legends of 
the rap game. 

"I have a sticker on my record that says 
‘Parental Guidance Is Suggested.’ In my 
book parental guidance is ALWAYS suggest- 
ed. If you need a sticker to tell you that you 
need to guide your child, you're a dumb 
fuckin’ parent anyhow."
